Israel Harris, ;an East-Side Car« 
penter, Puts an End to His 
Existence—How it was 


Early yesterday morning the dead body 
of Israel Harris; an old carpenter, was 
fuund stretched out ina pool of blood on 
the floor of bis shanty on the banks of the 
Arroyo Seco, East Los Angeles, he having 
committed suicide some time during the 
night by literally blowing off the top of his 
head with an old-fashioned 45-calibre Oolt 
which was lying by his side, 

Harris lived in his house at the corner of 
Lacy avenue and Adrews street, all alone, 
but his two sons, who are married and have 
famities, reside near by. The old man wasa 
rather eccentric character. As stated abov 
he was a carpenter by trade, but of late bh 
done but littie beyond picking up old junk, 
which he disposed off at various second- 
hand stores. He wasahard crinker, and 
frequently went on protracted sprees, dur- 
ing which times he frequented the s.loons 
on San Fernando street. Of late he has 
been very despondent, but nothing w 
thought of this, as he was subject to fits 


drinking spelis. 

Friday night he retired as usual. Yes- 
terday mourning about 6 o’clock his dauxh- 
ter-in-iaw, Mrs. George W. Harris, who 
lives on Garland street, went tothe shanty 
tocall Harris. She knocked on the door 
Several times, but received no response, 
She then went around the house to the win- 
dow, and looking through, was horrified to 
see Harris lying on the floor, with his 
head resting ina pooelof biood. She did 
not enter the house, but at once ran and no- 
tified her husband, who returned and made 
an investigation. 

Onentering the house a horrible spec- 
tacle met his gaze. ‘The body of Harris was 
stretched out on its back in the middie of 
the fluor. Thetop of the head was liter- 
ally blown off andthe cavity was em Re 
one lobe of the brain lying on the 
three or four feet: fromthe body, while the 
= and ceiling of the room were spattered 

blood and brain matter. A large old- 
fashioned powder-and-ball revolver lay by 
the side of the corpse, one chamber of 
which wasempty. Anexamination showed 
that Harris had placed the muzzie of the re- 
volver against his forehead, directly be- 
tween his eyes, and fired, falling over 
bsckward. The effect was exactly as ifa 
dynamite cartridge had been exploded 
on the man’s forehead, the eyes being 
biown out of their sockets by the force of 
the explosion. 

Coroner Weldon was at once notified, and 

the body was removed to Orr & Sutch’s, on 
Spring street, where an inquest was held at 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, the jury, 
after heariug the evidence, returning a ver- 
dict of death from suicide by shooting. 

Harris was 62 years of age at the time of 
his death. He served all during the late 
Civil War, but was not. connected with the 
Grand Army or other military organiz tions 
in this city. He was buried yesterday atter- 
noon.

the date ef the passage of the act had served 
more than three years, as, under the law, 
discharges cannot issue until three months 
afcter its passage (Sept. 16, 1890.) when this 


three yea ars and three months, and thusin 
effect be placed in the same condition as 
though their right to discharge had lapsed 
voluntarily. 

“From the end of the third year of enlist- 
ment and for three months thereafter eve 
soldier is entitlea toa furlough. This priv 
lege is regarded as one of discretion with 
the soldier, provided only that it shall be 


‘| exercised in the interval between the ter- 


mination of the third yearand three months 


subsequent thereto, That is to say, 
it is not mandatory on the men 
to spend three months on_ furlough 


as a condition of discharge. Tney may 
elect to remain onduty all the time, or 
they may remain on duty part of the time 
and take a furlough for any designated 
period within the prescribed limits, the 
only condition being that the absence must 
terminate not later than the day upon 
which they become eligible to dacueen 

“Soldiers whose third year has expired 
in the interval between the passage of the 
law and the receipt of the general order 

may perbaps be deprived of part of the 
time they desire to spend on furlough. Of 
this class, men who elect totake a dis- 
charge cannot be givenan extension; but 
you are authorized to extend the time of 
any who desire to remain in the service, so 
that they shall have fuil three months of 
absence,”

It’s Hard to Beat the Dutch 
in the Kitchen. 


HOW TO SET A BREAKFAST TABLE 


On the Shores of the Zuyder Zee— 
Bedrooms and Attics in North 
-Holland—-The Scrubbing 
Brush and Broom,

Hoorn, (Noord Hoiland,) Oct. 1.— 
[Special Correspondence of THE 
Trmes.] Three hundred and sev- 
enteen years ago the Dutch 
and Spanish fleets grappled in 
the shallow waters of the Zuyder Zee 
off this quaint old town. Looking 
from my window across its narrow 
street I see an irregular row of ancient 
houses, whose gables run up like flights 
of steps, and which nod and bow s0- 
ciably to one another, asis much the 
polite custom of houses built in the 
yielding soil of the low countries. 
Across the brick fronts of three of 
them, darkened by age, that famous 
sea fight is still pictured. The high 
round sterns of the sixteenth century 
craft stand out in relief on broad 
stucco bands. Smoking cannons stick 
from their’ sides. The sea runs in 
great waves. On the middle house of 
the three, inscribed between the fla 
ships, isastanza from an old Dutc 
song exulting in the victory. 

Since 1573 one might suppose time in 
Hoorn had stood still. The building 
of anew house has been an event of 
the greatest rarity, for Hoorn’s pros- 
perity is a thing of twoand a half 
centuries past, and the almost midiz- 
val dweilings that have accommodated 
double the present population have 
been more than sufficient for the needs 
of successive generations. Now, as 
when William the Silent was strug- 
gling against Alva, the ‘gaper’’ yawns 
with open mouth above the apotheca-. 


ry’s door. Now, as then, above 
the one portal of the “Groote 
Kirk”? a skeleton is carved in 


stone, and above the other 
skulis. Now, as then, the trees lean 
over the canals, and the dikes bar out 
the sea, and the windmills seem to 
defend the town with their giant arms. 
Now, as then, the baker’s boy blows a 
blast on the twisted horn when the 
day’s bread comes from the oven, and 
the housewives start for the hot loaves. 
This morning the shop next door put 
out a gilt crown decked with box leaves 
in token that the fishing boats had 
brought in fresh herrings. The group 
of boys whipping tops under the wil- 
lows make a noise like a charge of 
cavalry when they run in their wooden 
shoes. - 

The women of Hoorn, with their 
white caps and their picturesque gold 
hair ornaments, form strange groups 
to a modern eye as they gather in the 
doorways knitting. Their costumes 
have altered little. since Scouten named 
Cape Horn for his native town. In- 
doors the housekeeping ways smack 
strongly of bygone times. The old- 
fashioned Dutch pride in carefully or- 
dered rooms and the subdued bright- 
ness of furniture and utensils still 
holds sway. ‘The scrubbing and the 
polishing is so continuous that one 
wonders the very bricks were not lon 
ago rubbed away. From.sun up unt 
noon the*heuses which front on the ca-

washed and washed again.’ Mevrouw, 


-|my landlady, apple-cheeked, flaxen- 
haired, stands over her maids- while} 


on hands and knees they scour the 
street, which is paved smoothly with 
bricks and kept almost as immacu- 
late from end to end as akitchen floor. 
The very pigs which lie in the sun by 
the side of it are Dutch pigs, white 
aud tidy. They are tethered by chains 
fastened to staples near the door 
stones and lookas if they had valets 
to bathe and comb them. Once or 
twice & week a little open space at the 
entrance to the town is filled with 
matresses, feather beds and blankets. 
The contents of all the bedrooms in 
Hoorn seem to be emptied into it for 
wholesale airing and beating and 
sweetening. Fifty women are some- 
times busy with switches at once and 
the scene is curious and animated. 
Mevrouw, my tandlady, has an es- 
pecial horror of spiders. The energy 
with which she hunts them is some- 
times destructive of comfort, but one 
morning she admitted me tothe sacred 
precincts of her kitchen, and from 
that moment all was forgiven. The 
high room with its huge oak ceiling 
beams is the largest in the estab- 
lishment, and indubitably the finest, 
It pleases one to picture the zeal 
and zest of housewifery to which it 
has given scope for more than two cen- 
turies. The Dutch version of a mod- 
ern range has been set in the throat of 
the old chimney, but the projecting 
hood, of much such a shape as one may 


| still see in a few houses near Brooklyn 


and Albany, is partially open, giving 
one a glimpse upward at thesky. ‘The 
floor is laid with bricks and the walls 
are tiled in blue and white in quaint 
patterns of windmills, old Dutch sol- 
diers, tubby Dutch fishing boats and 
cattle in pastures. 

In one corner isa circular staircase 
leading to tte floor above. The kitchen 
is so much in honor above other apart- 


iments, being the shrine of the most 


sacred culinary mysteries, that it 
exceeds in height the other rooms, and 
this staircase gives upon a balcony, so 
to call it, which runs the entire length 
of one side of thé kitchen, overlooking 
its operations and giving access by a 
doorway tothe private sitting room or 
bedroom of the mistress of the house, 
the floor of which is six and a half to 
seven feet lower than the kitchen ceil- 
ing. The staircase itself down which 
Mevrouw comes every morning is 
worthy of some attention. It is a fine 
piece of woodwork, though in a house 
never patrician, in oak dlack with age, 
with curious carvings on the newell 
posts and with, for brackets support- 
ing the balcony, the figures of clowns 
bent double and with bread leaves on 
their heads for cushions. 

Ibave not an idea of the names of 
the kitchen utensils. ‘The Dutch 
housewife seems to use six brass or 
copper or pewter things where an 
American cook uses one. There 
is a wide shelf over the door 
whereon great stand and 
catch the sunlight. There are 
cupboards filling an end of the 
roam, behind whose small-paned glass 
doors all sorts of shining things gleam. 
This I have noticed; the steak broiler 
is curiously elaborate and decorative in

It was at the season of the year

Auntie, we just saw the cunning- 
est little China boy and his mamma (he 
was about five years old, I should 
think); he had a long queue, and was 
as proud ofit as if he had been a f:l- 
grown man. I think we traveled 
through snow-sheds all night, and most 
of the nextday. Then how pretty the 
mountains were, and it was so cool 
and pleasant, and there was lots of 
snow. We went a long*way by the 
side of Truckee River, and the scenery 
is just lovely. Lake Tahoe was so 
pretty, but the sun shone so bright we 
could scarcely look at it. There were 
such pretty little places scattered along 
as we came down on this side of the 
mountains, but they all look lonesome, 
I don’t see what the little girls do for 
some one to play with, 

There were lots of sawmills at Reno. 
We saw an Indian woman with her 
little baby on ber back, r thing!

We are at Ogden now, and papa has 
gone out after some lemons.

We cannot see much of the 
city from the train. We saw 
the Devil’s Gate.

Then 
we saw the Devil’s Slide,a little way 
from that. That was two rows of 
ledges close together, coming from the 
top to the bottom of the mountains. 
There are a great many stone build- 
ings in this part of Kansas we are pass- 
ing through. We passed Fort Rely 
and saw a few soldiers. A nigger just 
came to the car window and shouted, 
California double jointed peanuts 5Scts.

In Chicago I saw a draw-bridge open. 
Our buss had to wait for a large vessel 
to pass through. I think Chicago is a 
great big smoky city and lots of peo- 
ple, with everybody acting as if they 
werein ahurry to get somewhere if 
they only knew where.

Light Rolls.—One cupful warm water, 
two cupfuls milk, one yeast cake; flour 
to make a soft batter. When

Orange Circles.—I'wo cupfuls sugar, 
one cupful butter, one cupful milk, 
whites of four eggs and yolks of five, 
two spoonfuls of baking powder, a 
spoonful of lemon flavoring, and flour 
to make a smooth batter; bake quickly 
in round baking powder box covers, 
Take the white of one egg, and beat 
stiff with sugar; add the juice of one 
orange. Piace two cakes 
with the icing between them, and ice 
the top. The grated skin may be used, 
if desired, in the icing.. | 

Vanilla Snow.—Cook one cupful of 


When nearly done, add one cupfuil of 
cream, a pinch of salt, the 
whites of two eggs and one cupful of 
sugar. Flavor with vanilla, 
glass dish and dot with jelly. 
with cream and sugar. 

Peach cream.—One cupful of thick, 
sweet cream, one cupful of sugar; beat 
smooth and add the whites oftwo eggs, 
beaten stiff. Have a dish of sliced, 
ripe peaches. Sprinkle with sugar 
= pour the cream over, 
cold, 

Lemon tarts.—Fill anumber of tart 
shells with puff paste and bake. Grate 
the rinds of two lemons, add two cup- 
fuls of water, one cupful of sugar, a 
spoonful of almond flavoring, aud boil 
and thicken with two spoonfuls of 
corn-starch. A small lump of butter 
improves it for some tastes. Fill the 
tarts while warm; ice the top. 

Smothered figs.—Three cupfuls of rich 
milk, one cupful of sugar; a lump of 
butter, two well-beaten eggs and two 
spoonfuls of corn-starch to thicken 
Place # layer in 
a glass dish and spread sliced figs 
thickly over. Add more cream and 
another layer of figs; continue till all 
are used. Ice the top and serve cold,

years 6 months 20 days. 

Membership statement for July: Initia- 
tions, 2,192; suspensions and deaths, 1,843; 
net increase, 849; new certificates issued,

Grand Reporter Mayhew, of New Jersey, 
has just issued an official circular giving 
the list of lodges and their membership in 
that jurisdiction, June 30. There are 49 
lodges and 4,265 members, being a net-gain 
of 158 for the term.
